A CORRECT DECISION. 


A recent decision of the California 


Supreme Court -will have an important 
bearing upon the Burke-Plood big bo- 
•nanza suit for $26,000,000, soon to go

self to tjie exclusion of other stockhold- 
ers. The contract with Downey con- 
stitutes part of the consideration which 
-the borrowers paid or agreed to pay in 
•obtaining the loan, and theprofits there- 
on are as clearly the property of the 
corporation, as is the interest accrued 
and stipulated to be paid, on the face of 
the note itself.

EUREKA'S FINANCES. 


The Eureka Leader says the joint 


Quarterly Statement of the County 
Treasurer and Auditor, is a most grati- 
fying exhibit of the financial affairs of 
J£nreka county. 
The total amount of 


coin on hand is $58,875 18, and the in- 
debtedness $586 24. The General and 
Current Expense Funds aggregate some 
$46,000, and the School Fund amounts 
to $6,834 97. There will be heavy drafts 
upon the Treasury during the Summer, 
r.nd the erection of a new Court-house 
and school building, will consume the 
jjurplus on hand. The County Commis- 
sioners at their meeting to-day, wisely 
fixed the rate of taxation for the year at 
$1 45 per hundred for county purposes 
"which, including the State rate of 55 
cents, makes the tax rate outside of town 
$2 per hundred. An addition of 75 cents 
lor police, fire and town purposes was 
levied on property within the town 
lioundaries. 
We are assured that the 


levy will produce a sufficient revenue to 
not only conduct the business of the 
county on a cash basis, but will also pro- 
Tide a fund to pay cash for all improve- 
anents contemplated. There is no pres- 
ent reason to believe that the mining tax

GREEDY GRASSHOPPERS 


The Fearful Locust Soargt in Sierra Valley— 


The Damage luuicted Upon the Crops 


by the Ravenous Insects! 


[J. O. Lcmmon 1» the Truckee Republican.] 


(No. 2.) 


Now what is this fell destroyer? What 


its relations, its habits, ita enemies and 
how can its attacks be averted? 


From examination of specimens with 


a microscope and comparisons with de- 
scriptions and illustrations in my pos- 
session, I have determined that this lo- 
cust is not the terrible migratory Bocky 
Mountain locust of the interior. Added 
to which all the facts given concerning 
the habits of this insect prove it differ- 
ent. 
In regard to the scientific names 


of these two kinds of insects, the un- 
scientific will notice that they are aptly 
conferred. The Eocky Mountain locust 
is called "Caloptenus Spretus." The 
first or generic name means "beautiful 
wing," and refers to the bright silvery 
sheen of the wings when seen at great 
heights in flight, resembling snow-flakes; 
the last or specific name, means "de- 
spised," "hated." This locust has ita 
permanent breeding grounds mostly on 
the eastern side of the Eockies, from the 
parks of the Colorado northward 200 
miles beyond the boundary between the 
United States and British America. It 
makes irregular forays eastward or south- 
ward, devastating large areas in the man- 
ner so forcibly described by the prophei 
Joel: ' 'The appearance of them is as the 
appearance of horses, and as a horseman 
so shall they run. Like the noise ol 
chariots on the top of mountains shall 
they leap; like the noise of a flame ol 
fire that devoureth the stubble; as a 
strong people set in battle array. The 
land is a garden of Eden before them, 
behind them a desolate wilderness.' 


During the three years^from 1874 to 


1877 
the damage done to the border 


States was estimated at the enormous 
sum of $300,000,000. This hated "spre- 
tus" moves in vast swarms several hun- 
dred miles long, and often a mile or 
more thick. They have been seen at a 
great height over the highest peaks of 
the Eockies. 
Although there are breed- 


ing grounds just north of Salt Lake and 
along the valley of Snake Eiver in Idaho 
from which they sally west and south- 
ward, no instance is recorded of their 
reaching the 
Sierra Nevada range. 


There ore two other species of ' 'Calop- 
tenus" that are also migratory and ter- 
ribly destructive at times; the "0. atta- 
ms" or lesser locust, and "C, femur- 
rubrum" the red-legged locust; and these 
species being of wider range, have, per- 
haps, ravaged portions of California, but 
the principal damage to our State has 
been done by the culprit that is now 
menacing Sierra Valley and which wo 
will proceed to name and describe. 


CCPJPODA ATBOX. 


The compound Greek work"oepipoda' 


(accented on the second syllable with 
the short sound of i) means "swell-leg1 


and refers to the large thigh of the nine 
or leaping legs. 
The specific name, 


"atrox" means atrocious, cruel, destruc- 
tive or direful. This atrocious locus' 
breeds all over the country from Florida 
to Alaska, annually, but does not often 
become so numerous as to bo destruc- 


kernels, of a light buff color. They ar« 
deposited during the latter part of the 
season, from July to September, in sun- 
ny exposures, at a depth of half an inch 
to an inch, in nests or pockets of about 
28 eggs each. The female is supposed 
to make several deposits—three or four 
—and then perishes. Neither male nor 
female of this species lives through the. 
Winter. 
The earliest laid eggs hatch 


first, about May 10th. 
Hatching con- 


tinues all the fore part of the Summer. 
The insect, while yet in the omnion ox 
sheath, wriggles itself to the surface of 
the ground, when first the pelticle gives 
way to pressure beneath, in the region 
of the 
back and 
neck. • The head 


emerges, then the antenna and limbs, 
all very soft and white. In a few min- 
utes the little rogue, now black and shin- 
ing, with stiff legs and a fierce look,' 
hops off in search of something to cat— 
and trouble begins. 


There are six stages of growth, re- 


quiring, in the spretns, about seven, 
weeks time; perhaps the same id the 
atrox. Insects never grow in the usual 
sense. Their skeleton, as in all of its 
class of Articulata, is external, and gen- 
erally becomes hard and inexpansive. 
The animal increases at regular periods 
by sudden expansions, dependent upon 
molting, or bursting and shedding its 
entire skin. 


The locust molts four times, and only 


at the last molt receives its wings, is 
fitted for procreative functions—is, in 
facf, fully born, and grown no more. 
The "atrocious" locust at maturity is 
about \Yt inches long from its nearly/ 
vertical face to the top of the abdomen; 
the wings exceed the latter usually by 
% to % of an inch, thejbody is of alight 
yellow or straw color. 
In brooding 


time the abdomen of the female may be 
extended to twice its normal length. 
'hey are polygamous and very salacious 
le female, which is much the larger, 
arrying the male on its back or side for 
to 24 hours while she travels along, 
ceding; the male, meanwhile, inactive, 
s if dead. 
The hatching season in Kansas on 
ur parallel 39 deg. is the latter part of 
.pril and first of May. The young dis- 
lay gregarious instincts from the start, 
nd when abundant are very destructive, 
ppearing to constantly feed through 
ic warm hours of the day. If parasit- 
sed (which I speak of at length soon), 
hey huddle together in sunny spots 
without feeding. 


Their power for injury increases with 


heir growth, and if all the vegetation is 
.evoured before the winged state, they 
eed upon one another, the strongest 
watching the weak with eagle eye for 
he period when it will be safe to fall 
upon and devour them. No sooner does 
'lie commence such a meal than others 
lasteu to the feast and secure at least a 
eg or bit of wing. 


When marching they can seldom be 


turned from their course. When flying 


;hey choose favorable winds, but if ad- 
verse winds continue long, the insects 
will rise at last and bravely face them, 
as they did last year in Sierra Valley, 
seating to the Westward against a strong 
wind. The half grown travel at the rate 
of about 3 yards a minute, walking throe- 
'ourths of the way, then a hop, seldom

In '59 locusts devastated the vallej

It '62 and '63 at Hornitoa they came 


in June and July "like a ghstenini 
cloud, ate the bark off of peach trees.' 


In '66 and '67 a swarm 15 miles widi 


over Stockton from the north 


so abundant that theyj&lled a well."
